and unquofitioued benelitH ot Confudcra- 
tion uulesa Yicloria can BOcnro tbo ler. 
minus of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
and, worse than all, unless it be secured 
to her before tho survey em bo mndo 
There is another qncstiou which hour- 
Bomo relation to that, of tho railway 
toriuiaui., aud to which wo may bo pur- 
miitud to ulludo in this connection. 
During the Inst aossiou of the Logidu- 
tive Council, and while the subject ol 
Confederation was under discnsHion, the 
following rCBolution was moved by .Mr 
Bobson; 

' Tbat a reapeotrol sddreas be preeentail to 
Qia Excellenoy the Governor, reoommead- 

iag tli'it the following be inclaJed in tho 
conditions of the proposed tarms of uiiijn 
with Canada: If' at any tiiufi :\llor a.imis- 
•ioa iba Legislature of Btiiiib Columbia: 
shall pass an addrcds to the Governor Ut.u:e- 
rol of Canada, deolariag ilial it it tstjodiuni 
to esiabliab a free port on Ibe Paoifio, in 
order to tdvsDOe the intereals ot Briiiab oom> 
merco on the North Paeific, the Parliament 
of tho Dominion to maka provieioQ for tti» 
eilablishment of the lame.' 
The object of this resolution w as to tak'j 
power tor the local Legislature heruniier 
to restore tbo free port system to Van 
conver Island, ehould it be found desir- 
able to do so ; and the mover of tho ro- 
eolutiun, in order to meet certain objec- 
tions raised against it by persons styl- 
ing themselves pruieotioi isls, pointed 
out that, if ii were ibnught necessary 
to continue protection to agricultural 
and otiier interests, that ooald be far 
more effi;ciually accomplished under l\u 
free port, aysluin, by lucan.s of a luo'Jing 
permit cburgn or harbor duos, than it 
could under a tariff, and that tho rcvi- 
nui'S BO derived would reuiaiu in tliu 
colony for local uses. vVuH, the resolu- 
tion wasloit. Amongst those who cp- 
posed it was Mr DeOoamo*, and hero 
what he said: 

'In ease of aradway fiom Canada to Stw 
Westminster ami another to Pujel Sound 
Vancouver Island icou'd be isolated, awl he 
uouid then ne a ureal adtanlaje in a /rec 
port. Violoria wi>a largely in favor of u Iruj 
port at that time, and, an n j^ood Kenunn 
woald act, tio took man and circunislancef 
as be lound Itiain. Hiought this qiies- 

tion should 1)9 eeided ui or we were in tnu 
Dominion. Ha never hs. but oue opiiiiou 
since lie came to ibis colony in t('t;ard to 
protection. Ho came lo Ibis oolouy a pvo- 
teotioniat. In IH58 ho wtotn no nnicU; in 
favor of Confoderutiou and piot iciiuii. I'hiiiL 
WBI no chaDge in hid viuwe. He woj of tho 
lame opinion lo-day aa ho over wa», that the 
Canadian lanQ' would oxiond over rhin co- 
lony after ConfodBrution, bat he would like 
to fCfl a proviaion for proteotlOQ. He bad 
fought tho tiaillo lor proieoiion io tbii Iilund 
and had gidnod the vioiorjr Ho had liuist'il 
IhofluKOl Uuiou and Turil! lUiJ huil won. 
He bod hoisted the flat,- of Con.fiieration luiJ 
Protection and be woald now thu i! 
there were not in the ti:rniu of union n co:- 
dilion to nrolect iho aRticulUiral inlurdHtH ol 
this colony ihote whoald be no Oonfudunilioti.' 
Is coinmiMit ncces-ary 'I iio gloried 
being tho author of the suicidal lu t 
wbicii almost ruined Violoria* and whicli 
has 80 crippled Nanalmo, by greatly in- 
creasing the price of living; and, worse 
than all, ho threw away tho oiijionn 
nity of saving Vunoouvi r Lslatid from 
isolation inid conimeroiftl prostati m in 
tho oveiit of tho trausoon linen tal -rad- 
way terminating at Bi rrard Inlet. And 
jet this ih tbo man who claimH to bo h'< 
watchful over tho interests of Vancouver 
Island I And whore is his Oonfodera- 
tioD and Protection flag to«day ?
